Eighty-five years ago the first annual 
meeting of the Illinois State Dental 
Society was held in Chicago at the 
call of A. C. Van Sant, Princeton, pres- 
ident. On Monday, May 9, through 
Thursday, May 12, 1949, at the call 
of our incumbent president, John 
Green, Springfield, the  eighty-fifth 
annual meeting was held in Peoria. 
Many official and unofficial jobs were 
accomplished in these days and in the 
preceeding Sunday at the beautiful 
Pere Marquette Hotel, Peoria. 

President John Green, an old hand 
at dental society doings, conducted 
himself and the meetings in fine style. 
For many years our president has been 
active in the society, most recently as 
chairman of the all-important Legisla- 
tive and Public Policy committees. 
These years of preparation were evi- 
dent in his direction of the meeting. 

Ably fulfilling the wishes of Presi- 
dent Green and directing all of the 
physical working of the meeting was 
the hand of Secretary Paul Clopper, 
now in his third year at this important 
position. The Local Arrangements 
Committee, Louis F. Tinthoff, Peoria, 
chairman, worked immediately under 


the Secretary. This committee, together 
with the officers of the Peoria District 
Dental Society, E. H. Mahle, president, 
and W. F. Mitchell, Secretary, are to be 
complimented on their efficiency and 
planning. 


Scientific Sessions 


The scientific sessions stressed a new 
idea in the state, Limited Attendance 
Clinics.

Klenda spoke on “The Economic Im- 
portance of Children’s Dentistry”; Max 
Kornfeld read a paper entitled, “What 
Factors Should be Considered in the 
Successful Construction of Small Cast- 
ings?”’; Olin Kirkland presented a 
paper, “Treatment of Periodontal Dis- 
eases by a Refined Gingivectomy ‘Tech- 
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nique”; E. Carl Miller spoke on “Res- 
toration of the Anatomy of Teeth with 
Amalgam”; Henry Glupker lectured 
and showed a colored film on, “The 
Rehabilitation of Edentulous Pa- 
tients”; L. R. Main spoke on “The 
Roentgen Ray—A Guide In Dental 
Practice.” 


Elmer Ebert, Chicago, as Clinic 
Chairman, secured an all-inclusive list 
of clinicians for Thursday morning. 
These men, thirty-six in all, covered 
all phases of modern dentistry. The 
Exhibit committee under Wallace M.

On Tuesday at 8:00 a.m., Secretary 
Paul Clopper called a breakfast meet- 
ing of the Component Society Officers 
and Editors. This meeting was ad- 
dressed by Wm. E. Mayer, chairman 
of the new committe for Information 
on Federal Health Legislation. He out- 
lined the duties, the makeup and the 
accomplishments to date in his talk.

Executive Council Meeting 


The Executive Council met on Mon- 
day, May 9, at 9:30 and again on 
Tuesday morning. As the first order 
of business on the agenda, the minutes 
of the Executive Council meeting from 
January 15, 1949 and those of the Ad 
Interim committee meetings of Febru- 
ary 8 and February 23 were read and 
approved. Next Secretary Clopper read 
his report which was quite long and 
very inclusive. This was followed by 
the report of Treasurer Zinser, which 
showed that the finances of the state 
society are in excellent condition. The 
editor, Wm. P. Schoen, Jr., made a 
progress report on the JOURNAL. 


Under reports of the standing com- 
mittees, the Council heard the Local 
Arrangements committees first. L. F. 
Tinthoff, chairman, made his general 
report first and then read the report 
of Wallace Peters, exhibits chairman, 
who was unable to report due to sick- 
ness. C. B. Clarno reported for the 
program committee and Elmer Ebert 
for the clinic committee. 


Next the Secretary read a letter from 
Governor Stevenson in regard to the 
tenure of office of Dr. Roland Cross, 
chief of the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health. Next, the President ap- 
pointed a special committee of Chair- 
man Cartwright, J. A. Zwisler and 
L. W. Neber, to write to state society 
men who may be ill. 
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Council on Dental Health 


Hugh M. Tarpley was the next man 
to report for the Council on Dental 
Health. This is one of the most active 
and most important of the state com- 
mittees. The chairman talked about 
the pleasant relations which his council 
has had with the Department of 
Health. He also intimated that there 
may be another workshop somewhat 
similar to the one held in Springfield 
last year. The Council voted that the 
sodium flouride team working in the 
state be empowered to continue its 
program after July when normally its 
authorization would run out. This 
team was discussed freely and at length 
by the council, by Dr. Tarpley and by 
Dr. Chrietzberg, chief of the dental 
division of the State Board of Health. 
The council authorization for this 
team made it mandatory that they 
receive the approval of local societies 
and/or local dentists in each locality 
in which they will work. 


Public Welfare Cemmittee 


The next man to come before the 
Council was L. E. Steward, Peoria, 
chairman of the Public Welfare com- 
mittee. He reported that the public aid 
program has been working very satis- 
factorily under the new fee schedule. 
He mentioned the fact that the V.A. 
program was greatly slowed down. In 
a coming issue there will be a complete 
report of this large and important com- 
mittee. Dr. Steward also reported for 
the special Insurance committee of 
which he is chairman. Representatives 
of the insurance company, Parker- Ale- 
shire, have appeared before many of 
the components to explain the official 
insurance as adopted by the state soci- 
ety. June 15 has been announced as the 








last date for enrollment by state mem- 
bers without show of insurability. 


Dental Examining Committee 


The entire Illinois State Dental Ex- 
amining committee appeared before 
the council. Both Chairman Harold 
Welch, Chicago, and Secretary Wm. 
McKee, Benton, talked for the com- 
mittee. During the war this committee 
was holding four examinations a year. 
They now are back to the pre-war 
schedule of two, held in June and 
October. 


Membership Committee 


James E. Mahoney, Wood River, re- 
ported for the Membership committee; 
in 1948 our membership was 5,423. 
The chairman said that there were 
approximately 953 dentists in Illinois 
who are not members of the state 
society and that a serious attempt will 
be made to get some of them into the 
society. James C. Donelan reported for 
the Public Policy committee. S. F. 
Bradel reported for the Study Club 
committee and W. J. Gonwa reported 
an investigation of dental conditions 
in state institutions. 


Information on Federal Health 
Legislation 


W. E. Mayer gave quite a detailed 
report for the new Information on Fed- 
eral Health Legislation committee. An 
article from this committee will be 
found in this issue of the JOURNAL. 
L. H. Dodd, chairman of the Prosthetic 
Dental Service committee told of their 
activities to date. A report of this com- 
mittee will be printed in the near 
future. This committee, formerly. a 
special committee, has now been made 
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a regular standing committee by a re- 
vision of the by-laws of the society 
voted in at the business session on 
Wednesday. John Green reported on 
the proposed sugar tax. 


At a reconvened Council meeting 
on Tuesday at 9:30 o’clock business 
was resumed. Reports of two Ad Int- 
erim committee meetings for February 
8 and February 23 were read. The 
Secretary read a resolution sent to IIli- 
nois by the Kentucky State Dental 
Association in regard to the National 
Committee of Dentists. This resolution 
attempted to reopen this issue and in 
a measure to regain A.D.A. sanction 
for the N.C.D. which was disowned 
and criticized at the last A.D.A. meet- 
ing by the House of Delegates. A 
resolution from the Pennsylvania State 
Dental Society in this regard was also 
read; the Pennsylvania resolution 
backed the A.D.A. decision. The IIli- 
nois State Council reaffirmed the stand 
of the A.D.A. House of Delegates and 
did not concur at all in the thought of 
the Kentucky resolution. Three other 
resolutions were read to the Council: 
one by the Oregon State Dental Society 
in regard to A.D.A. House of Dele- 
gates; another from the A.D.A. in 
regard to the annual registration of 
dentists; a third from the Missouri 
State Dental Association in regard to 
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National Child Health Day. 


The next Annual Meeting of the 
Illinois State Dental Society was set 
for Monday May 8, through Thursday, 
May 11, 1950, at Springfield, Illinois. 
The Council will institute a new pro- 
cedure for itself by having its first 
meeting on Sunday, May 7, before the 
opening of the regular meeting. This 
will enable the Council members to 
take a more active part in the méeting, 
especially the sports day program, than 
they have previously. 

By Council order, each man who 
wished to vote at the elections Wed- 
nesday night had to be certified from 
the state records. As a piece of business 
L. W. Neber moved that a committee 
of the Council be appointed to make 
a study of three questions which had 
come before the Council: 1) The ques- 
tion of changes in the Life Members 
status. 2) The question, brought up 
by Glenn E. Cartwright, of having the 
vice president, rather than the presi- 
dent-elect, serve if the president should 
be incapacitated; the present regula- 
tion gives this job to the president- 
elect. 3) To make a ruling on State 
Society elections.

Members of the Illinois State Dental 
Society and Guests: 


It is a real pleasure to welcome you 
to this, the 85th Annual Meeting of 
our society. All of our committees have 
labored untiringly for many months 
to prepare an outstanding program and 
to prepare for our comfort and _ pleas- 
ure. For these efforts we are most 
grateful. 


Since we now operate on the calen- 
dar year instead of the former plan of 
the fiscal year, this annual meeting 
comes nearly midway making this a 
progress report rather than a review 
of the year’s activities. Thus we can 
outline some of the activities to date 
and some of the plans for the remain- 
der of the year. 


Membership 


Through the industrious efforts ot 
the Membership Committee headed by 
Dr. J. E. Mahoney, the Illinois State 
Dental Society continues to retain sec- 
ond place in numerical strength among 
the state societies. The 1948 member- 
ship was 5423, a gain of 214 members 
over the previous year. At this early

date in 1949, we have a total of 4868 
members. The American Dentat Asso- 
ciation directory carries the names of 
953 non-members in Illinois. Many of 
these are former members who have 
not reinstated for various reasons. Con- 
certed efforts will be directed by the 
various components to induce these 
men to return to the ranks of our 
organization. Let us all show our 
appreciation to this hard working com- 
mittee by helping them. It is impera- 
tive that we all induce ethical non- 
members to become affiliated with us; 
without them we both lose. 

87% of the practicing dentists in 
Illinois are members. With cooperation 
we can obtain the coveted goal of 
100%. The estimated number of den- 
tists in Illinois is 6,239. 

The three dental schools located in 
our state are also active in student 
membership affairs. Many of these 
young men are our future members 
and should receive encouragement 
from this organization, so that, upon 
graduation they will accept the very 
generous opportunity we have made 
for their first year of practice. 

On March 31, 1949, Loyola had 
enrolled its student body 100%—North- 
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western 43% and the University of 
Illinois 30%-—the three schools totaled 
- 536 student members. 


The meetings of all the components 
have shown excellent attendance rec- 
ords this year. The very large meetings 
have declined somewhat in attendance 
as compared with the last war and 
immediate post-war years but the de- 
cline has not been significant and there 
has been no decline in interest and 
enthusiasm. 


Council On Dental Health 


The Council on Dental Health 
under the able leadership of Dr. Hugh 
M. Tarpley continues to function in 
a most praiseworthy fashion. Working 
very closely with the Division of Dental 
Health under the direction of Dr. John 
E. Chrietzberg and with the complete 
cooperation of Dr. Roland R. Cross, 
Director and Mr. B. K. Richardson, 
Administrative Executive of the State 
Department of Public Health, this 
group has been able to record notable 
accomplishments in its field in this 
state. 

The Council on Dental Health in 
its report at the annual business meet- 
ing last January recommended that this 
society make a determined effort to 
secure: 

a. Bureau status rather than Divi- 
sion status for the Division of 
Dental Health in the Department 
of Public Health. 


b. Urge the appointment of a den- 
tist on the Board of Public Health 
Advisors to the Department of 
Public Health. 

These matters have been given much 
consideration and at this time it ap- 
pears that when and if the Public 
Health reorganization plans are carried 
out, dentistry has the favorable pros- 
pect of operation on a Bureau basis. 
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On the matter of the appointment of 
a dentist to the important advisory 
board, I have had a most sympathetic 
and encouraging reply from the gover- 
nor of our state. 


This committee and this Society has 
lent its good offices and aggressive 
support in securing amendments to 
apropriation bills which will place 
dentists who are enployed by the state 
in higher classifications, with reference 
as to status as well as to salaries. 


Time will not permit me to go into 
all the numerous activities of the Coun- 
cil of Dental Health but I should like 
to list some in which it has been inter- 
ested and active, such as the sodium 
fluoride demonstrations, the dental 
x-ray program, dental programs in full 
time local health programs, programs 
with the Parent Teachers Associations, 
Pilot Studies and Research, Children’s 
Dental Health Day, Illinois Public 
Health Association conferences and 
numerous other activities which have 
required much laborious effort and 
zeal. 


Public Policy 


This being a year when the legisla- 
ture is in session, the Public Policy 
committee under the experienced lead- 
ership of its chairman, Dr. James C. 
Donelan, has been active in the interest 
of dentistry and has studied and fol- 
lowed many bills in both houses. It has 
been successful in carrying out its aims 
in each instance to date. Securing the 
tabling of the perennial H. B. 524 
which would have permitted the taking 
of impressions under the supervision of 
a dentist is one of its particularly 
praiseworthy achievements. 


This committee is having the so- 
called Sugar Bill corrected and rewrit- 
ten at this time, preparatory to later 
action. 








Public Welfare Committee 


During recent years the Public 
Welfare Committee has spent a vast 
amount of effort and time in trying te 
complete a new fee schedule with the 
Public Aid Commission. This year, 
their efforts have been crowned with 
success and the new schedule is now 
in use. This group has secured the 
appointment of Advisors in each 
county in the state to work with the 
county superintendents to approve the 
claims and policies and the plan is 
working smoothly, due in great part 
to the thoughtful planning of the 
chairman, Dr. L. E. Steward and his 
committee. For the cooperation of the 
Public Aid Commission under Mr. 
Schmidt we are also most grateful. 


Sickness And Hospital Insurance 


The chairman of this special com- 
mittee is also Dr. L. E. Steward, where 
he has valiantly done double duty. 
This group has studied and arranged 
for a group plan of insurance for our 
members against sickness, loss of time 
and hospital coverage, which is now 
available to all active members under 
seventy years of age who desire it. This 
is service which your society is proud 
to offer and one for which Dr. Steward 
deserves our thanks. 


The Journal 


The Journat being such a regular 
visitor to our offices is sometimes 
thought of and accepted in a matter 
of fact fashion. This year, however, it 
has been different. While the same 
efficient and capable editor, Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Schoen, Jr., carries on as usual, 
the JOURNAL is not as usual. Starting 
with the January issue it appeared with 
a new cover and new internal makeup 


combining all the good features of the 
old with the numerous equally good 
features of the new. Our gratitude goes 
to Dr. Schoen for our excellent and 
successful publication. 


Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 


For years in most states there has 
been the trying question of how best 
to cope with illegal dental laboratories, 
of which there are presumably many 
in Illinois. A special committee com- 
posed of Drs. L. H. Dodd, chairman, 
N. A. Arganbright, W. I. McNeil and 
J. B. LaDue have spent much study 
and energy on this matter, and have 
concluded that with complete enforce- 
ment of the Dental Practice Act, this 
evil can be eliminated. They have 
further concluded however, that in the 
absence of complete law enforcement, 
the legal laboratories should be en- 
titled to the protection which state 
registration will afford. Recent con- 
ferences with the State Department of 
Registration and Education indicate 
that complete law enforcement will be 
aggressively attempted. Further con- 
ferences are to follow and your officers 
have every reason to believe that com- 
plete compliance with the letter of the 
law is in the not too distant future. 
One matter with which the ethical lab- 
oratory owners are deeply concerned 
is the continued practice of many den- 
tists sending patients directly to the 
laboratories. This is a direct violation 
of the law and I earnestly recommend 
that all members of organized dentistry 
refrain from this deplorable practice. 
The question of making the Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee a permanent 
standing committee will come before 
you for consideration during this an- 
nual meeting. This is in the interest 
of good dentist-laboratory relations and 
I heartily recommend that you give it 
favorable consideration. 
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Committee To Investigate Dental 
Conditions In State Institutions 


A special committee for this purpose, 
composed of Dr. W. J. Gonwa, chair- 
man, Dr. Ross Bradley and Dr. Gordon 
Smith accepted this assignment and 
have visited the welfare institutions of 
the entire state where dentists are em- 
ployed. They have recommended an 
increase in the dental personnel in the 
institutions, the payment of better sal- 
aries and parity with the medical pro- 
fession. The director of the Depart- 
ment of Welfare, Mr. Hoehler, was 
most considerate and cooperative. Due 
however to the rush of legislative mat- 
ters and his desire to become more 
completely acclimated in his depart- 
ment, he asked that the matter be con- 
tinued until after the close of the 
legislative session. Tentative arrange- 
ments have been made for other con- 
ferences after July first. 

This special committee has given 
freely of its time and traveled long 
distances to accomplish its mission and 
has our grateful appreciation for so 
doing. 


Study Club Committee 


The study club committee under the 
leadership of Dr. S. F. Bradel has done 
a brilliant piece of work in producing 
and presenting Post Graduate courses 
under the management of the Council- 
men in each of the six down state 
districts of our Society. With the exper- 
ience gained, it is their plan to present 
an augmented like series this fall, prob- 
ably in September. I heartily commend 
these courses, and recommend their 
continuance. 


Compulsory Health Insurance 


With the cloud of compulsory health 
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insurance looming on the horizon, all 
health professionals have found it nec- 
essary to provide means for informing 
themselves and the public on the sub- 
ject. Accordingly I have appointed a 
special committee composed of Dr. 
William E. Mayer, chairman, Dr. Wil- 
liam P. Schoen, Jr. and Dr. Paul W. 
Clopper, Secretary, to study the matter, 
to organize the state, to disseminate 
this information and to work with the 
American Dental Association in carry- 
ing out all acceptable means of com- 
batting this menace to the public 
health and to the public health pro- 
fessions. You will hear much more 
concerning this matter later and I 
cannot overemphasize the importance 
of the complete cooperation of every 
member of our Society, when called 
upon to assist in organization and the 
dissemination of information. It is my 
firm conviction that the American peo- 
ple will never accept compulsory 
health insurance, as_ presently pro- 
jected, if they are fully informed con- 
cerning its implications, unless or if 
this country should turn to socialistic 
government. One thing we must re- 
member, once we get it, there will be 
no turning back. 


Dr. Oppice 


The Executive Council at its annual 
business meeting on January 15, 1949 
unanimously adopted a resolution en- 
dorsing our trustee, Dr. Harold W. 
Oppice for President-Elect of the 
American Dental Association. Commit- 
tees have been appointed and are func- 
tioning to carry out these plans in San 
Francisco in October. 


House Of Delegates 


Since the delegates and alternates 
who will represent us in the House 








of Delegates at the meeting of the 
American Dental Association were 
elected previous to this meeting, a con- 
ference of that delegation will be held 
at this annual meeting. This follows 
the experience of last year when it was 
found to be most helpful in providing 
information to our representatives on 
dental issues of national significance. 


Central Office 


I would be remiss in my duty as 
well as ungrateful if I failed to speak 
in glowing terms of the fine coopera- 
tion I have had with, and the out- 
standing competence of the Central 
Office in the handling of the business 
of our society. One has only to serve 
in an administrative position to learn 
of the countless duties which fall upon 
the Secretary’s office. One example: I 
made a request of the Secretary which 
was felt to be in the interest of den- 
tistry. It required the dispatch of eight 
hundred letters. The letters went out 
and each with a personal signature and 
a smile. That is cooperation and efh- 
ciency. Secretary Clopper, Assistant 
Secretary Miss Sadie Alloway and 
stenographer and file clerk Miss Doro-

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Federal health legislation 


committee gives progress report 


With the termination of the 85th 
Annual Meeting of the Illinois State 
Dental Society, the Committee for In- 
formation on Federal Health Legisla- 
tion is in a position to report both its 
progress to date and the plans for the 
future. The central or steering com- 
mittee consists of Dr. Wm. P. Schoen, 
Jr., editor of THE JournaL, Dr. Paul 
W. Clopper, secretary of the State 
Society and Dr. Wm. E. Mayer, chair- 
man. Additionally, the members of the 
Council of the Illinois State Dental 
Society have been appointed active 
members of this committee. The Coun- 
cilmen will serve as advisors and active 
participants with committees being 
appointed in each Component Society. 
These committees were requested in 
April and most Component Societies 
have replied. The full roster will be 
published in the next issue of THE 
JOURNAL. 


To date the Central Committee has 
mailed the April supplement of The 
Journal of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation “Compulsory Health Insurance 
Is Not the Answer” to all high school 
libraries, public libraries, college libra- 
ries and other teaching institutions in 
Illinois. Also copies were mailed to all 
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by William E. Mayer, D.D.S. 


of the Illinois State Legislators, making 
a total of 1382 copies distributed at a 
cost to the Illinois State Dental Society 
of nearly $400.00. 


The central committee mailed post 
cards to the state membership calling 
attention to a national radio program 
on “Federal Health” over the Mutual 
Broadcasting system. Due to “one of 
those things” WGN of Chicago did not 
carry the program. Wé hope to be able 
to make this program available by 
transcription at a later date. The net- 
work has estimated the listening public 
for this program at fifteen million. 


State Meeting Speakers 


The central committee also provided 
the speakers for the business meeting 
of the State Society on Wednesday, 
May IIth, on the subject of compulsory 
health insurance. These speakers were 
Mr. Francis J. Garvey, secretary of the 
Council on Legislation, American Den- 
tal Association, and Mr. Edward H. 
O’Connor, executive director of the 
Insurance Economics Society of Amer- 
ica. Mr. Garvey gave a detailed report 
of the Wagner - Murray - Dingell bill. 








Mr. O’Connor gave an overall picture 
of compulsory health insurance, partic- 
ularly stressing the cost of such a pro- 
gram and the impelling philosophy of 
the “Welfare State.” 


The chairman of the central com- 
mittee adressed two meetings of the 
State Component Society officers and 
also the Public Welfare committee. 
This committee was previously in- 
cluded as a part of the State Committee 
for Information on Federal Health 
Legislation but the large number of 
personnel, in addition to the Council- 
men, seemed too many for efficient 
operation. With the completion of 
Component Society committees, and in 
Chicago, Branch Society committees, it 
is believed the membership will be 
well informed. 


A.D.A. Pamphlets 


Before this report is published the 
membership will have received pamph- 
lets from the American Dental Associa- 
tion for distribution to patients. ‘This 
committee will send instructions to 
Component committees for the widest 
possible distribution of this pamphlet. 


The importance of informing the 
public of the radical changes involved 
in health services under compulsory 
health insurance requires that we do 
all in our power to disseminate the 
facts on this subject. It will demand 
time and substance of every member 
of this Society. The measure of our 
effort will definitely affect the out- 
come. The Congress of the United 
States probably will be convened in 
special session next October. The un- 
finished legislation on compulsory 
health insurance will be considered as 
soon as feasible. If we do our part now, 
the defeat of the Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell bill will be assured. Are you 


willing? If we all do our stint, the 
cumulative effect will be of more im- 
portance than the effort of the pro- 
ponents of the “Welfare State.” 


Resolutions 


The central committee presented the 
following resolution to the Council 
and it was passed unanimously: 


Whereas, the President of the United 
States has recommended to the Con- 
gress a national health program, and 
has caused such program to be intro- 
duced in the Congress as_ S.1679, 
H.R.4312 and H.R.4313; and 

Whereas the inevitable result of the 
adoption of such program would be 
to place between the dentist, the phy- 
sician and other members of the health 
professions and their patients a third 
party, to-wit a political official, who, 
by control of the régulating power of 
the program and the allocation of 
funds to different parts of the program, 
would, in effect, control the relation- 
ship between practitioner and patient; 
and 

Whereas, the experience of other 
countries with similar programs has 
not to date, either in peace or in war 
resulted in an improvement of the 
dental health of the population; and 

Whereas, there is no assurance that 
the real cost of dental and medical 
care will be reduced by the proposed 
program, nor that a substantially in- 
creased number of persons will be 
rendered health services under the 
program for many years to come; and 

Whereas, under the existing system 
of private, competitive practice Amer- 
ican dentistry has achieved the highest 
standards of dental health of any coun- 
try in the world; therefore 

Be it resolved, that the Illinois State 
Dental Society, in annual session, does 
hereby memoralize the Congress of the

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DITORIAL 


A Story For Patients 





Are you as a dentist talking against compulsory health insurance? Not just 
talking to other dentists or to your own family—are you talking to your patients 
and friends? 

To be plain and blunt, each patient coming into your office during a day 
is a voter. Each one holds some power over his senator or congressman. Remem- 
ber, it is a sad commentary, but some of the people in charge of government 
today do not know or care whether a proposed bill is right or wrong; they 
only make it their business to know what their constituents think about these 
bills. 

Why not have a short story to tell these patients and friends? Tell them what 
you as a dentist know and think of compulsory health insurance. Don’t bother 
to tell the patient how such a plan will affect you; tell him how it will affect him. 

Tell the layman that compulsory health insurance—or any other form of 
government dentistry and medicine—is not free; that taxes pay for every service 
the government renders. When the government goes into the medical and 
dental business the taxpayer foots the bill not only for actual health service 
but for the multitudes of filing clerks, stenographers, department heads, inspec- 
tors etc. always necessary to wind and unwind the red tape of government 
bureaucracy. 

It has been estimated that to conduct any kind of a National Social Insurance 
System, the United States would have to be divided into administrative districts, 
each about the size of a city police precinct. This would require thousands of 
administrative offices, with administrators, assistants, clinical help, and investi- 
gators to staff them.! After approximately five years capable authorities con- 
servatively estimate that such a system would have at least a million people 
on its payroll.* 

Remind patients that a plan quite similar to the current one proposed here 
is in effect in England now. There it is working poorly but expensively. ‘This 
British Plan is a take-off on the older German plan which gradually ruined 
the health services in Germany—the Germany that once led the world in medical 
science. The British Government health system, although its present plan 
is comparatively new, has already cost more than two and one half times as 
much as originally estimated.* 

Why has the British plan gone way over the estimate of its proponents? 
Because in setting up such a plan any so-called “actuarial figures” must be 
based upon the amount of medical and dental care people have received and

Every time I have been forced to look at a television screen, I have been left 
with a strange unearthly feeling. It is as if I am looking at the weird mirror 
that Alice walked through when she went on her adventures Through the 
Looking Glass, and seeing the strange wobblies and jumblies of a nonsense-land 
that combines the most fantastic of Lewis Carroll and Edward Lear. The magic 
mirror of TV is full of self-conscious and distorted figures with unnaturally 
long legs and circular arms. There are bearded ladies, pin-heads, two-dimensional 
people with rubbery bodies and watery faces, and other queer-looking freaks— 
a regular Dali landscape with moving figures. In addition, the magic mirror 
is really not a top-drawer Grade A one: it is made up of small hasty comets, 
grey fuzzy parallel lines running madly across, sudden explosions, pinwheels, and 
miniature sky-rockets like the paths of exploding atoms in a Wilson cloud- 
chamber. Never have I blinked my eyeballs back to their normal shape after 
an evening of TV without muttering biblically to myself: “. . . for then J saw 
as through a glass darkly... .” 


So, thank you very much, but I’ll have none of your television yet, kind sirs, 
nor for many years to come. One distressful thing about the device is all the 
hysterical hullaballoo that the radio columnists put out. It seems to me they’ve 
lost perspective because they are too close to what is being fed them by TV 
publicity agents. Far be it from me to suggest the columnists have been sub- 
sidized in cold hard $$$, but I would not be at all surprised to hear that they 
have been the pleased recipients of one or more free sets from the manufacturers. 
My feeling is that I would not give one of the instruments house-room. Of 
course, at this writing, no company has offered me a free set, so at the moment 
I can express myself as a free agent, and one who has also seen enough TV 
programs to speak from experience. 


These radio critics who rave about TV’s beauties seem, therefore, to be too 
close to the trees to see the forest. Let them go Galluping out to ask the man 
in the street what he thinks about TV. They cannot go any farther wrong than 
they have in their crystal-gazing. A schoolteacher friend of mine put the question 
to about 200 college students at my request. Results: roughly 10 percent in 
love with it, and the same amount agin it; 80 percent completely neutral. and 
indifferent, having not made up their minds for or against. Evidently it is 
that huge potential and casual 80 percent which the press-boys are screaming 


and howling to convince with their whoop-de-do—and not meeting with all 
the success they desire. 
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“The age of radio is dead,” a solemn vice president said at a scarily solemn 
luncheon the other day. One is reminded of a little couplet some years ago 
by Arthur Guiterman, which went: “ “The Age of Poetry is dead,’ our solemn 
pedants do repeat; Yet so Ionia’s schoolmen said, with Homer chanting down 
the street.” So—radio after all is not here to stay, huh, brother? You’ve sunk 
too much into the TV monster’s birth to back out now, hey? It must be TV 
or nothing? Alas, all we can see ahead for you in. our crystal ball is ulcers 
for the next few years. 

TV is like a woman, a high-spirited temperamental lady-of-the-evening, com- 
pletely unpredictable in her actions. She will function perfectly in one corner 
of the room, but move her two feet to the right and she will not. In one 
apartment, an indoor aerial [looking like an outsized apparatus to dry diapers] 
brings results; in the apartment next door you need one or two roof antennas. 

And the old girl is not getting any better-looking as the years go by. 
Television is more than fifteen years old, but it still has the same “old look” 
—the scars, wrinkles, frowns, and saggings-in-the-screen which it had at the 
beginning. These have already been noted above in this complaint. Even the 
silent films made greater technical advancements in the same length of time. 

As with a woman, the glamor wears off, and every now and then you have to 
buy the old gal a whole new outfit. Once that magic bulb of a TV set goes blooie, 
there’s nothing to do except get another tube—for 80 to 200 bucks. And how 
long do they last? Well, about as long as the average affaire du coeur—12 or 
15 months. 

Again, you must have eyes only for her. ‘““Look at me, daddy—ain’t I purty?” 
Daytime radio was bad enough, with its soap operas and syndicated banalities 
being scattered into every hamlet in the land. But now both eyes and ears 
have to be glued to the infernal machine, for added to the singing commercials 
are the wobbly shadows of the ageing fat heroines and the balding pot-bellied 
heroes. No one will ever get any work done anywhere ever again. 

Finally, as with women, the resources are soon exhausted. There is not enough 
creative brain-power or artistic talent in America to produce enough good 
things to fill the daylong TV schedule. Nay—more than that, and stronger. 
Take all the work of every worthwhile dramatist, novelist, poet, and creative 
artist from the time of Euripides to the present, and you still would not 
have enough good stuff to fill TV screens for more than a year. What will 
happen? The same thing that happened to radio. After the initial bursts of 
originality and brightness, the talent fades, the enthusiasm dwindles, and 
TV sinks back into the old familiar ruts of fifth-rate achievement, doing any 
old thing just so the tubes keep burning. Already the most “sold” TV critics 
grow petulant because revues they thought good at first cannot “keep up 
the pace.” 

TV has added one useful simile to my arsenal. When I am worked up, when 
the world is too much with me and I am irritated at someone or something, I 
find that I simply take a deep breath, let my shoulders down, shrug myself 
a little, sigh deeply, and say: “Oh, well—I suppose it’s no worse than 
television.” 

And I am just ham enough to like the silly about the man who crawled into 
a doctor’s office, clutching at his faded eyes and gasping “Help, doctor! I’m 
dying of TV.”

DR. H. TRENDLEY DEAN 
RECEIVES GORGAS AWARD 

Dr. H. Trendley Dean, Dental Direc- 
tor USPHS and Director of the Na- 
tional Institute of Dental Research, 
has been selected by the Association 
of Military Surgeons of the United 
States to receive the Gorgas Award for 
1949 “for outstanding contributions in 
the field of military medicine.” 


The award, sponsored since 1941 by 
Wyeth, Inc., pharmaceutical manufac- 
turers of Philadelphia, will be pre- 
sented to Dr. Dean at the annual ban- 
quet of the Association on November 
1] at Hotel Statler, Washington, D.C. 


Dr. Dean has spent most of his life 
in the Public Health Service and for 
many years has specialized in the epi- 
demiological study of dental diseases. 
During part of 1945 and 1946 he was 
detailed to the Army for temporary 
duty with the Public Health Branch 
of the Office of Military Government 
in Frankfurt, Germany, in connection 
with epidemiological studies of Vin- 
cent’s infection. 

Born at East St. Louis in 1893, Dr. 
Dean received his D.D.S. from St. Louis 
University in 1916. After serving dur- 
ing World War I in France as a cap- 
tain in the Dental Corps, assigned to 
the 3rd Field Artillery, he entered the 
Public Health Service as an Acting 
Assistant Dental Surgeon in 1921. Dur- 
ing the next 10 years he served in U.S. 
Marine Hospitals at St. Louis, Boston, 
New York and San Francisco. He has 
been in charge of dental research at 
the National Institutes of Health since 
that research began in 1931, and he 
was appointed Director of the National 
Institute of Dental Research when it 
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was established last September. He is 
Past President of the Association of 
Military Dental Surgeons, and of the 
International Association for Dental 
Research, and a member of numerous 
scientific societies. 


Dr. Dean and his associates at the 
National Institute of Dental Research 
have been responsible for most of the 
basic research on the effect of fluoride 
in water on dental caries. Their find- 
ings may lead to the mass prevention 
of dental decay through fluoridation 
of public water supplies. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA SOCIETY 
PRESENTS EDUCATIONAL FILM 


“It’s Your Health,” the new dental 
health educational film created by the 
Southern California State Dental Asso- 
ciation, had its premiere showing in 
Los Angeles, April 4, at the 52nd 
Annual Meeting of the Association. 

President John R. Abel introduced 
the film as the major educational 
project of the Association during his 
administration. 

“We are proud,” he said, “to have 
been able to direct the energies and 
resources of our organization to this’ 
audio-visual educational aid, and now 
to be able to present it to American 
Dentistry. It is our deep conviction 
that “It’s Your Health” is of such 
dramatic quality that it will fulfill the 
long-existing need for a forceful inter- 
pretation and effective presentation of 
dental health. We feel it will succeed 
in impressing the American parent 
and child with the importance of den- 
tal health and bring a new conscious- 
ness and a fresh evaluation of dental 








health. This is the purpose of “It’s 
Your Health.” 

Dr. Gerald D. Timmons, Dean of 
the School of Dentistry, Temple Uni- 
versity, added to these statements by 
commenting that, “Jt’s Your Health” 
presents a powerful message. The film 
attacks one of our most vital problems, 
control of dental disease. It is my 
unqualified opinion that it will prove 
highly effective and do a tremendous 
amount of good in awakening the 
child and parent to the importance of 
dental health. 

“One of the most valuable factors 
is that special care has been exercised 
in creating an educational film which 
is technically pure, yet totally ap- 
pealing.” 

Dr. Abel announced that copies of 
the film are now available and may be 
ordered from the Southern California 
State Dental Association, 903 Crenshaw 
Boulevard, Los Angeles, California. 

“It’s Your Health” is a non-profit 
project of the Association’s Council 
on Dental Health and copies of the 
film will be distributed by direct sale 
only. Price is $75.00 per copy, including 
reel, mailing case and shipping charges. 
Remittance must accompany order. 

“It’s Your Health” is a sound film, 
eighteen minutes in length, especially 
produced for use in schools and before 
such groups as Service Clubs and PTA 
organizations. It was produced by Mr. 
Jack Chertok, winner of twelve Acad- 
emy awards for his educational and 
short subject film work. Art Baker, 
character star of screen and radio, plays 
the leading role, and his fine perform- 
ance is supported by a cast of Holly- 
wood feature players. 

In a concluding message after the 
premiere, Dr. Abel pointed out that 
every community needs this film and 
urged that the dental profession, acting 
individually or collectively, be. the 
means of bringing the film to this 
level, as a public service.

13,000 DENTISTS AWAIT 
ILLINOIS TELEPHONE COURSE 

Seventy dental societies in thirty 
states with a total membership of more 
than 13,000 already have indicated an 
interest in participating in the post- 
graduate telephone extension course 
on “Current Advances in Dentistry” 
which will be sponsored this fall by the 
University of Illinois College of Den- 
tistry. 

The course of six round table dis- 
cussions and symposia is designed to 
serve as monthly programs for inter- 
ested dental societies. Programs have 
been scheduled for October and No- 
vember of this year, and for the first 
four months of 1950. 

The faculty for the series will be 
assembled from all parts of the U. S., 
and will consist of dental specialists 
of wide reputation. The course 1s 
expected to be exceptionally advan- 
tageous to dental groups in rural areas 
and small communities which usually 
do not have an opportunity to hear 
outstanding men. 

The series will be fed by the Amer- 
ican Telephone, and Telegraph Com- 
pany to dental organizations from 
The American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company has 
guaranteed clear and uninterrupted 
transmission of the two-hour programs. 

Dr. Saul Levy, chairman of the post- 
graduate extension program for the 
University, said that the enthusiastic 
response by the dental societies will 
make it possible to offer the entire 
course of six panels for a fee of $10 
per individual taking the course, re- 
gardless of the distance of his home 
from Chicago. 

“This tuition fee,’ Dr. Levy said, 
“not only will permit the membership 
of societies to hear 36 nationally-known 
lecturers, but will include all telephone 
charges, a syllabus for each member 
containing detailed outlines and ref- 
erences on each subject, and photo- 
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graphs and biographies of each of the 
lecturers. Each society will receive, in 
addition, announcements and publicity 
releases for use in local periodicals and 
newspapers and copies of all lantern 
slides used by the speakers.” 

It is important that dentists inter- 
ested in participating in the program 
should contact the officers of their 
local dental societies immediately. 
Payment of the tuition fee of $10 
should be made directly to the secre- 
tary of the component dental society. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXAMS 
FOR DENTAL OFFICERS 

The United States Civil Service 
Commission wishes to bring to your 
attention the Dental Officer examina- 
tion for filling positions paying from 
$4,479 to $7,432 a year. Most of the 
vacancies are in the Children’s Bureau 
in Washington, D.C., and in the In- 
dian Service and the U. S. Public 
Health Service in Washington, and 
throughout the United States. Positions 
in other Federal agencies in Washing- 
ton, D.C., and vicinity may also be 
filled. 

To qualify,applicants must be grad- 
uates of an accredited dental school 
with the degree of D.D.S. or D.M.D. 
and must be currently licensed to prac- 
tice dentistry. In addition, they must 
have had from one to four years of 
experience as a dentist. No written 
test is required. 

Persons appointed to these positions 
will perform professional duties as 
dental officers in the Federal govern- 
ment. In positions in Federal hospitals 
and dispensaries, they will make exam- 
inations of the oral cavity; perform 
dental operations; give treatments; 
take impressions for and prepare, fit, 
adjust, and finish artificial dentures, 
and crown and bridge work. In some 
positions they will adjudicate disabili- 
ties due to dental conditions of persons 
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injured while at work or of veterans 
with service-connected disabilities. 

In the Children’s Bureau, dental 
officers will perform research on fac- 
tors affecting the dental health of 
children and on the effectiveness of 
children’s dental health programs; 
formulate standards on techniques as 
well as on organized services for dental 
care of the child; and serve as expert 
consultant on such matters as_ the 
administration of public dental pro- 
grams including policies and _pro- 
cedures relating to the provision of 
dental care, the preparation of bulle- 
tins on dental care for children, edu- 
cation programs for dentists and aux- 
iliary workers in children’s dentistry, 
and clinical aspects of children’s den- 
tal health programs. 

Application forms may be secured 
at most first and second-class post 
offices, from civil-service regional offices, 
or from the U. S. Civil Service Com- 
mission, Washington 25, D.C. Appli- 
cations must be received in_ the 
Commission’s Washington office not 
later than July 5, 1949.

Every effort 
and facility of both institutions will be 
utilized to make the hospital’s dental 
clinic a model department for a chil- 
dren’s hospital. 

The affiliation was announced by Dr. 
Charles W. Freeman, dean of the 
School, and John P. Wilson, president 
of the board of Children’s Memorial 
Hospital. 

Services of the in-hospital clinic are 
available to child out-patients regis- 
tered with the hospital for medical and 
surgical treatment, as well as to young- 
sters hospitalized over long periods of 
time. Dr. Gordon H. Roverstad, a 
member of the faculty of the Dental 
School’s pedodontia department, will 
be clinic administrator. 


Although the most important func- 
tion of the clinic will be consistent 
preventive dental care for young car- 
diac, diabetic and orthopedic patients, 
as well as juvenile victims of other ill- 
nesses requiring long hospitalization, 
the clinic staff will also perform oral 
surgery and give treatment for cleft 
lip and palate deformities. 

Northwestern University specialists 
in these fields therefore will be on the 
clinic staff as consultants. They are 
Dr. Frederick W. Merrifield, professor 
of oral surgery in the Dental School 
and assistant professor of surgery, Med- 
ical School; Dr. John R. Thompson, 
professor of orthodontics, Dental 
School, and director of the School’s 
recently established Cleft Lip and Pal- 
ate Institute, and Dr. Max Kuharich, 
assistant professor of prosthetic den- 
tistry, Dental School. Drs. Merrifield 
and Kuharich are also on the Institute 
faculty. 

In announcing the affiliation and its 
benefits, Dr. Freeman declared: “The 
clinic is important because it will pro- 
vide the best possible dental care for 
youngsters handicapped by crippling 
diseases and conditions, many of them 
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confined in hospital beds for long 
periods. Through its services, the clinic 
can prevent young cripples from suf- 
fering dental crippling in addition to 
their other physical burdens.” 

Miss Mabel W. Binner, hospital ad- 
ministrator, said that the program will 
not only provide excellent dental care 
for the child patients, but will also 
offer an opportunity for one or more 
internes or residents to work in the 
specialized field of children’s dentistry, 
thus extending graduate training and 
research in fields related to dental care 
for children. 


Such internes and residents will be 
nominated by the Dental School and 
approved by the hospital, which will 
provide maintenance and __ stipend. 
Practicing dentists with a high degree 
of competence in pedodontia, and 
graduate students specializing in that 
field will be assigned to the clinic on 
a volunteer basis. 


The dental clinic is situated on the 
fourth floor of Children’s Memorial’s 
Thomas D. Jones building. It consists 
of offices, a laboratory, and four dental 
treatment rooms, completely equipped, 
one for older youngsters and three for 
small children. The clinic has been 
supported in part by the National Park 
College Alumnae Foundation of Chi- 
cago, and will be supplied with funds 
from a gift of $100,000 to Northwestern 
University Dental School for research 
in pedodontia. 


C. O. DUMMETT APPOINTED 
TUSKEGEE V.A. HOSPITAL 


Dr. Clifton O. Dummett, Professor 
of Dentistry and Dean of the School 
of Dentistry at Meharry Medical Col- 
lege, Nashville, Tennessee, has been 
appointed Chief of the Dental Service 
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at the Tuskegee, Alabama, Veterans 
Administration hospital. 


Dr. Dummett’s appointment _be- 
comes effective August 1, 1949, at 
which time he will have a month’s 
tour of duty at the V. A. hospital, 
Hines, Illinois, before assuming his 
duties at Tuskegee. 


Dr. Bion R. East, Assistant Medical 
Director for the Dental Service of the 
Veterans Administration, said that Dr. 
Dummett’s appointment, together with 
that of Dean Joseph Volker of the 
University of Alabama School of Den- 
tistry to the Deans Committee at Tus- 
kegee, is a preliminary move in the 
establishment of intern and residency 
programs for dentists in the 2,200 bed 
hospital. 


Dr. Dummett has been granted an 
indefinite leave of absence from his 
duties at Meharry College, but he will 
continue in an advisory capacity at 
the college’s School of Dentistry. 


Dr. Dummett received the degree of 
Doctor of Dental Surgery from North- 
western University Dental School in 
1941 and a Master of Science in Den- 
tistry in 1942. He was awarded the 
degree of Master of Public Health by 
the University of Michigan in 1947. 


ALBERT H. BLOME 
1883 - 1949 


Dr. Albert H. Blome, 65, of Peoria, 
died April 18, 1949, at the Proctor 
Hospital. Dr. Blome had been in fail- 
ing health for some time, but his 
death came as a shock to his many 
friends. 


Dr. Blome was born at Gardner, 








Illinois, July 23, 1883, and married 
Mary Lucille Taylor at Clinton on 
September 12, 1906. After graduating 
from Northwestern University dental 
school in 1905, he opened an office 
at Clinton, later moving to Rantoul, 
and then coming to Peoria where he 
practiced for 35 years. He affiliated 
with the Peoria District Dental ‘Society 
in 1938. 

Active for years in masonic work, 
Dr. Blome was a 33 degree member 
of the organization, holding member- 
ship in Illinois Lodge No. 263; Peoria 
Consistory, Scottish Rite, and Moham- 
med Temple, Shrine. He was a member 
of the First Presbyterian Church and 
the University Club. 

Surviving are his wife; one son, 
Henry A. Blome of Peoria; a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Joseph McGauley, North- 
brook, Illinois; a brother, Dr. F. M. 
Blome of Kenney, Illinois, and three 
grandchildren. 

Funeral services were conducted at 
the Scottish Rite cathedral with the 
Rev. Edward Gates of the First Pres- 
byterian church officiating. Interment 
was at Woodlawn Cemetery, Clinton.
